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A LITTLE GUN GOES 
CONTESTING - PART 2

ast month my article finished with the opinion that although a 

modest HF station such as mine might be OK for a domestic 
contest, it would be woefully insufficient in a DX contest. A good 
test was coming — the CQ World Wide DX Contest (CW) on 
Thanksgiving weekend. 


I gritted my teeth and sat down at the rig, expecting to be 
pulverized by the likes of W7RM, W7EJ, and friends. A pleasant 
weekend it was, 78 contacts, and 31 countries later, I changed my 
opinion. You can work a DX contest without kilowatts, towers and 
Yagis. 


I didn’t exactly make DXCC, maybe we could call it DXQC (DX 
Quarter Club, for working 25 or more countries). In addition to 
many countries that I’d never worked before, there were a few 
personal firsts, such as 5V7A in Togo (my first African contact), 
9M6NA in Malaysia on 40M (my station’s distance record for 
under 14Mhz), and S53BM in Slovenia (my first Eastern European 
contact excepting Russia). 


In this contest I learned anew the virtues of careful listening. 
Several times I heard a DX station calling when they first came up 
on frequency and worked them before the pileup formed. 


This was so much fun that I had to try a few other contests. oo 


next one coming up was the ARRL 160 Meter (CW) contest. This 
would be a challenge. Not having a good antenna for the band, I 
had never even attempted to contact on 160. But, I found that my 
dipole would load on 160 with a tuner, so why not give it a try? 


This is a good contest for night owls, as propagation on 160 is best 
in the wee hours. As a mere dabbler and not much of a night 
person, I kept my involvement to evening and early morning. 
Perhaps I missed the best propagation, but I worked DX all over 
the western US and Canada. Alaska and Oklahoma were my “DX” 
for this contest, each at about 1500 miles. My log now has 41 


- contacts listed for 160. one 


The next weekend came with the ARRL 10 Meter contest, taking 
us to the upper end of the HF spectrum. A few hours of playing 
around yielded contacts all over the US, plus Argentina, Uruguay, 
and Brazil. I found that there were many stations J could hear, but 
not work. So, I slapped together a quick square loop antenna 
around the east wall of my shack. This took about 15 minutes, 10 
of which were spent fighting off the cat that was trying to eat the 
wire as I was stringing it! 


It was pretty noisy on receive, but gave me enough extra transmit 
oomph to work a bunch of stations in the southeast. (Curiously, | 
made more contacts from Tennessee than any other state exce 


Oregon.) I didn’t get any South Americas with that antenna, but a~

I have written about these activities not because they’re unique or 
in any way remarkable — quite the contrary. I wanted to illustrate, 
based on personal experience, that even a very ordinary station can 
allow you to participate in events that we normally think of as 
being in the domain of the “big gun” operators, and to have some 
fun doing so. 


You can spend as much or as little time as you want on any of these 
events. If you don’t want to stay up all night or blow your whole 
weekend, even a half hour can yield quite a few contacts and a lot 
of fun. 


I certainly don’t call myself a “contester” or “DXer.” I don’t plan 

to submit my logs, worry about how well I scored, or bother 
collecting QSL cards for awards. And I still enjoy a leisurely 
ragchew that goes a bit beyond “599 Oregon.” But, I have changed 
my attitude towards contests. I used to hide out on the WARC 
bands during contests — now Ill jump in and have some fun. 


Yes, there are a lot of big, loud guys out there, making a lot of 

noise in the pileups — and a few lids that just don’t know when to 

shut up and listen. But, in between them, you can find some 

*™eresting things. And you’ll make lots of contacts because there 
- thousands of stations on the air looking for QSOs.

he ARRL DXCC Desk has announced new fees for DXCC, 

including a #10.00 fee for an initial DXCC application;. This 
has been free for League members. It will also cost more for 
walk-in card checking at conventions or at League Headquarters. 


All applicable fees are charged on each application. Applicant 
must supply return postage or an SASE for any cards or informa- 
tion requests. The new fees go into effect January 1, 1998

New fees went into effect the first of the year for WAS, Rag 
Chewers Club, Old Timers Club, Friendship, and WAC awards. 
An initial, replacement, or additional VUCC certificate will cost 
$10. Pins are $5. An initial WAS certificate will cost $5 plus return 
postage for your QSLs. WAS endorsements will be $3 plus return 
postage. The SBWAS certificate will be $10 (includes pin) plus 
return postage, while the plaque will cost $30 plus shipping. 


The RCC and OTC awards will be $3 each, while the Friendship 


Award will cost $5 (no charge for these awards from ARRL 


affiliated clubs). The WAC and SBWAC awards will be $3 for US 
applicants, plus return postage for QSLs.
